AN EXTRA two per cent a year on council taxpayers’ policing bill 
would have stopped the cuts expected to the police force across 
Shropshire, a former officer has said. 

Councillor Steve Haworth a former police inspector, now a member of Oswestry Town 
Council, criticised the decision by the Police and Crime Commissioner Bill Longmore to 
recommend a zero increase after 1,000 people took part in consultation over the cost of 
policing on their council tax. 

Speaking at a meeting of Oswestry Town Council on Monday, Councillor Haworth said 
he was very concerned about the effect of expected cuts in policing across West Mercia. 

The commissioner will be the guest at a public meeting organised by the town council 
in the Wynnstay Hotel in Oswestry on February 26. He is expected to be questioned over 
rumours about the closures of the town’s police station.

A COUPLE who tackled a 
blaze in their home as they 
waited for firefighters to 
arrive said this week they 
had no doubt lives would be 
lost if further cuts were 
made to the service.

In your mind, 
you dial 999 and think they 
will turn up immediately. 

“The rate at which the 
fire goes through the prop¬ 
erty is alarming.” 

Mrs Knowles said that if 
frontline services were lost 
because of deepening cuts, 
she was in no doubt some¬ 
body would lose their life.

A BERRIEW mother whose son has been waiting for a liver transplant 
for 14 months says there is no end to his wait in sight - 19 years to 
the week since he first underwent the procedure. 

Claire King said her son Joseph Grigg, 19, takes more than 40 tablets and liq¬ 
uids a day to try and prevent his liver from deteriorating further while he waits 
for the life changing call to say a donor has been found. 

Joseph was born with a rare genetic liver disease called Alpha-1-Antitrypsin Defi-

He underwent the transplant on Febru¬ 
ary 14 1994 and despite enjoying a normal 
childhood, Joseph’s liver began to fail 
shortly after his 18th birthday and he has 
been waiting for a transplant ever since. 

But Mrs King admits the length of time 
it could take before the good news arrives 
is ‘as long as a piece of string’ and said she 
hopes something will happen before he 
becomes too ill to receive it. 

Active 

“After a few months recovery following 
the transplant Joseph was like a completely 
different baby and had an almost normal 
and active childhood, until just after his 
18th birthday in November 2011 when he 
started to feel unwell and became jaundiced. 

“That month he was admitted to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital’s liver unit and 
we were told that Joseph’s liver was failing 
and that he will need another transplant 
and he was again put on the organ trans¬ 
plant list.” 

“Fourteen months on he is still waiting 
and his life is greatly impaired as he tires 
very easily from the toxins in his body and 
on his brain that his failing liver can no 
longer break down by itself. 

Joseph attended Berriew Primary School 
and Welshpool High School and his mother 



is urging as many people as possible to 
become organ donors and has backed a cam¬ 
paign running this week by ITV to get more 
people to sign up. 

Mrs King said: “It sounds selfish, but I 
really want as many people to sign up to 
become organ donors as possible because the 
organs from one dead person can save nine 
other lives.” 

She said ITV’s From The Heart campaign 
will see a number of shows broadcast showing 
people’s struggles as they await donor organs 
to be available. 

“I really hope some people will take notice, 
it is such an important message and they can 
register to become an organ donor by visiting 
www.organdonation.nhs.uk and help save 
lives.”

Housing 
bids held 
up due to 
red tape 

HOUSING developments 
across Shropshire are being 
held up because of policy red 
tape. 

Planning officers have 
revealed that the council has 
had to put its own policy for 
house building on the back 
shelf while it builds up its 
list of sites for future devel¬ 
opment in the county. 

Instead they are having to 
rely on national planning 
policies when giving advice 
to councillors. 

A bid for homes along a 
canal near Oswestry, next to 
a World Heritage Site, had 
to be deferred. Officers in 
the planning department 
are having to re-write 
reports because the county 
does not have a five-year 
allocation of land for homes. 

They had based their rec¬ 
ommendations over the 
scheme for seven homes at 
Chirk Bank on the Shrop¬ 
shire local development 
plan. 

But planning officer Tim 
Rogers told members of 
Shropshire Council’s north 
planning committee the 
authority could only rely on 
its local policies if it could 
show that it had five years of 
housing site allocation. 

“At the moment we have 
only 4.1 years of housing 
allocation,” he said. 

Planning officers had rec¬ 
ommended refusal because 
the site was in an area of 
open countryside.

Film features

As well as exploring the history of the 
telegraph, telephone and wireless technolo¬ 
gies, the programme gave viewers a rare 
glimpse into the fascinating day-to-day 
workings of the busy hub, which acts as the 
eyes and ears of BT’s UK and international 
communications networks. 

Around five billion calls pass over or con¬ 
nect through BT’s ‘core’ network every 
month. 


They said they were happy when there 
was a visible police presence in the town 
centre in the evenings, but wanted a more 
‘interesting’ approach to alcohol education. 

Kira Scott, 14, said: “At the end of pri¬ 
mary school we went on a ‘Crucial Crew’ 
day where there were lots of scenarios that 
looked at dangers and how to avoid them. 
That sort of thing should be used to educate 
about alcohol. Sometimes Oswestry is not a 
good place to be at night when there are lot 
of drunk people on the streets.” 

Baroness Newlove urged those at the 
meeting to invite the new police commis¬ 
sioner to see the work that was taking place 
in the town. 

She said: “It has been interested to hear 
the teenagers say that they don’t feel com¬ 
fortable in the town at night. I hope the 
work that is taking place here will help 
change attitudes about binge drinking.” 

Shropshire’s Community Alcohol Part¬ 
nership, involving Shropshire’s Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team, West Mercia Police, 
and Shropshire Council’s positive activities 
and Trading Standards teams are now 
involved in a two-year project to tackle alco¬ 
hol problems. 

Keith Barrow, leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, said: “We are delighted Baroness 
Newlove visited Shropshire to see the work 
we are doing with partners to help tackle 
underage drinking and associated anti¬ 
social behaviour.”

Snubs keep rolling in for centre of market town 


FIRST it was Dyfed Powys Police and 
now it’s Powys County Council who are 
snubbing Welshpool town centre. 

Recently the police authority announced 
that following the closure of the town’s 
police station a van would be situated on the 
Tesco store car park at identified times - 
nowhere near the town centre. 

And to rub salt into already open wounds, 
Powys County Council said a roadshow giv¬ 
ing parents instruction on how to fit chil¬ 
drens’ car seat will take place over a mile 
outside town at Coedydinas store’s car park. 

If I’m losing the plot please let me know 
but this latest piece of news has really 
wound me up. 

There are two huge car parks in Welsh¬ 
pool town centre so can someone explain 
why this important safety roadshow should 
be taken to an out-of-town store on a mar¬ 
ket day Monday. 

Children’s lives are being put at risk due 



to incorrectly fitted car seats, a study in Mid 
Wales has shown. The council said 241 (69 
per cent) of the 350 car seats it checked last 
year had not been fitted correctly - risking 
serious injury or death in the event of an 
accident. 

The council is now holding a week-long 
safety roadshow and encouraging parents to 
go along which is admirable.

CAN I CLAIM DAMAGES FOR INDUSTRIAL DEAFNESS? 

Q: I recently had a hearing test and was diagnosed with noise induced hearing loss (NIHL). I was made redundant four years ago after working for 30 
years as a press operator, but have since discovered my old press shop has now been made an ear protection zone. Can I still make a claim? 

A: You will need to establish that your hearing loss was caused by exposure to noise in excess of statutory maximum levels when you worked for your 
former employer and that you have not been exposed to excessive noise outside of a working environment e.g. noisy hobbies or pastimes, exposure to 
gunfire or explosives. Statutory provisions within the Noise at Work Regulations apply to noise exposure in the workplace. Expert acoustic evidence may be 
required to establish your former employers’ liability, in addition to a supportive diagnosis of NIHL. 

Normally in personal injury claims you have 3 years from the date your injury was sustained in which to issue court proceedings. It is possible however 
that you have been exposed to excessive noise levels over many years and therefore your ‘injury’ has been sustained over a period of time. Potentially you 
can still make a claim provided you have not been aware for more than 3 years that you sustained an injury/damage to your hearing for which your former 
employer could be held liable. As you appear to have only recently become aware you should therefore take steps to pursue the matter as soon as possible, 
to avoid any such claim from becoming statute barred. A further consideration is a change to the law regarding compensation payments which comes into 
force this April, which means if you want to keep as much of your compensation as possible it would be best to sign up to 
a no-win no-fee agreement before the end of March.

Barnardo’s Midlands 
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Concerns 
over 170 
jobs after 
takeover 

THERE are mounting con¬ 
cerns that 170 Welshpool 
jobs at Shimizu Industry UK 
could move over the border 
after the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment’s Businesses Minister 
said it was a “difficult time 
of uncertainty” for workers. 

Shimizu, an injection 
moulding company taken 
over last week by Telford- 
based DENSO Manufactur¬ 
ing UK, has launched a 
review of its operations. 

Staff claim they have been 
left in the dark despite reas¬ 
surances from the new 
mother company, and now 
local politicians have been 
informed that the fight to 
keep the company in Welsh¬ 
pool has been taken up by 
the Government. 

In a letter to local Assem¬ 
bly Member Russell George, 
Edwina Hart said: “I under¬ 
stand that some 170 people 
are employed at the Welsh¬ 
pool site and realise this 
must be a very difficult time 
of uncertainty for them. 

“My officials are in con¬ 
tact with the company and 
we will offer any support 
possible in order to retain 
the site at Welshpool. We 
will use all means at our dis¬ 
posal during the consulta¬ 
tion to influence a 
favourable outcome.” 

Both Mr George and 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies, have made contact 
with the new owners.

Call for more 
20mph zones 

MORE 20mph zones should be introduced 
in built-up areas of Powys to protect chil¬ 
dren, a politician has said. 

Joyce Watson, Mid & West Wales AM, 
said that while Powys was leading the way 
in the number of 20mph zones outside 
schools, she wanted other to follow suit. 

In Montgomeryshire, Banw County Pri¬ 
mary School, near Welshpool, has a 60mph 
limit outside, while Buttington and Trew- 
ern Primary has a 40mph limit. Llandysilio 
Church in Wales School, in Four Crosses, 
near Welshpool, has a 40mph limit. 

Mrs Watson said: “We know from safety 
campaigns and TV adverts what a vital dif¬ 
ference a reduction from 30mph to 20 mph 
makes - a person hit by a car travelling at 
20mph has around a 95 per cent chance of 
survival. That falls to 80 per cent at 30mph, 
50 per cent at 35mph and just 10 per cent 
at 40mph.” 

The Welsh Assembly has pumped £11.5 
million into developing more 20mph zones. 


She said: “This year’s inspirational char¬ 
acters are two young men whom have over¬ 
come leukaemia and cancer - Jack Owen 
and Corbin Bowen.” 

Corbin, 16, is in remission after suffering 
from cancer in the eye. He carried the stan¬ 
dard in the town’s Remembrance Sunday 
parade last year. 

Miss Roberts said: “I am raising money 
for children who have had cancer and to cel¬ 
ebrate that people have got through it and 
have overcome it. 

Exhausted 

“We had 15 young firefighters and 
instructors cleaning the cars. We were 
washing cars from 10am until 12.30pm and 
we only stopped because everyone was so 
exhausted. There must have been more 
than 100 cars that were queuing for a 
wash.” 

She said during the day a lot of families 
stopped by to buy a cakes and have a go at 
the raffle for a special marathon cake. 

“It was an amazing day,” she said. “It 
brought people together and helped raise 
awareness of the cause. It shows we care 
about the children.” 

Miss Roberts said she has been training 
hard which includes running along the 
roads around Welshpool.”

Farmers urge shoppers 
to heed quality markings

POULTRY and egg farmers from 
across Shropshire have urged shoppers 
to look out for the Red Tractor mark 
and Lion Egg marks in supermarkets 
or buy from local producers and butch¬ 
ers to ensure their food is the best of 
British. 

Speaking at a National Farmers’ 
Union Conference at Park Hall near 
Oswestry on Tuesday, farmers and oth¬ 
ers in the poultry sector were able to 
hear the latest news about egg produc¬ 
tion, broiler chickens and other topics. 

With the current furore over horse- 
meat found in burgers and other meat 
products, farmers stressed the impor¬ 
tance of shoppers ensuring they were 
buying quality British products. 

Mr David Kynaston, who has 
chicken farms in Shropshire and near 
Welshpool, said his meat carried the 
Red Tractor, assured food standards 
mark. 

Understand 

“It is something that does not come 
cheap as we have to fund all the 
inspections and all the administration 
that comes with the awarding of the 
mark. But it means that everything is 
traceable. I know where each individ¬ 
ual chick and the feed comes from and 
even the driver that takes them away.” 

“We as farmers have fought hard for 
the recognition of the Tractor and Lion 
Mark on eggs. They are symbols that 
shoppers have come to recognise and 
understand, yet at least one supermar¬ 
ket now wants to remove the Red 
Tractor from its shelves.” 

Wem egg producer, Mr Elwyn Grif¬ 
fiths, of Oaklands Eggs, said the trace- 
ability on his farms was equally as 
important. And he revealed that there 
were unscrupulous traders operating 
in the egg business. 

“I received an email from a Euro¬ 
pean trader yesterday offering me a

wagon load of white eggs from Roma¬ 
nia which of course I ignored. But I am 
sure that there are people that will take 
up those kind of offers.” 

“There has been a disconnect 
recently between the housewife and the 
food they buy and until now I am not 
sure they really cared where their food 
came from. Perhaps now they will look 
at where the food has come from and 
realise that if something is too cheap 
there must be a reason.” 

Farmers heard from Mr Griffiths, 


Leon Furlong, of Agro Supply, about 
poultry shed innovation and Ian John¬ 
son, Poultry Farmer of the Year final¬ 
ist, on working smarter not harder. 

Catherine McLaughlin, NFU ani¬ 
mal health and welfare adviser, and 
Kelly Watson, NFU chief poultry 
adviser, also updated producers on egg 
and broiler issues and poultry disease.

“I think there will be some opposition 
however I think this would be a good way 
for Oswestry Town Council to honour Wil¬ 
fred Owen as we approach the 100th 
anniversary of the outbreak of World War 
One.” 

The council has agreed to refurbish the 
marble plaques on the memorial gates as 
many names are becoming difficult to read. 

“It seems an ideal time to also include the 
name of Wilfred Owen.”

MPs at launch 
of IT contest 

GLYN Davies, Conservative MP for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, has joined fellow MPs and e- 
skills UK in launching the seventh year of 
the Make IT Happy competition, a UK-wide 
technology challenge for primary school 
students aged nine to 11. 

The competition is run by the Parliamen¬ 
tary Internet Communications and Tech¬ 
nology Forum (Pictfor) and e-skills UK, the 
Sector Skills Council for Business and 
Information Technology. It is backed by 
almost 100 MPs from across the UK. 

This year’s competition has been spe¬ 
cially designed to help children use the 
internet safely and creatively. 

Children will be asked to create an info- 
graphic - a digital poster - that tells other 
people what they’ve learned and how they 
too can be safe on the web. This reinforces 
the learning and helps spread the word 
about using the internet securely. 

The sum of £1,200 will be awarded to 
each of the regional competition finalists. 


And more than 40 people wrote in support 
of the application. 

The bid did not go before Shropshire 
Councillors for consideration at a planning 
committee after officers ruled that because 
it fitted policy permission could be given 
under delegated powers. 

Mr Reddall said he was ‘disappointed but 
not surprised’ the decision was not taken by 
councillors at an open public meeting. 

And he said: “I would like to thank the 
people who bothered to write in against it 
and put their name out there and into the 
public arena in what is a politically incor¬ 
rect situation. 

Law 

He added: “We will not just walk away 
from this. We are putting together some 
days of action to raise awareness of this. 

“We know we won’t overturn this situa¬ 
tion but we will be doing something. 

“We can’t say too much about what we 
will doing yet but we will be taking action 
in Oswestry obviously within the law.” 

Council officers revealed that some objec¬ 
tors’ letters were not put on the website for 
viewing because they referred to the appli¬ 
cants’ race and religion so were not material 
planning concerns.

PLANS HAVE been lodged 
to convert a landmark pub 
in a Shropshire village into a 
house and flats. 

The Hart & Trumpet in 
Gobowen closed down more 
than 12 months ago and a 
planning application has 
been lodged with Shropshire 
Council to change it into a 
two-storey house and four 
apartments.

JUST FIVE crimes have 
been recorded in Ellesmere 
in a month, police have 
revealed. 

Constable Scott Barnes, 
speaking at a meeting of 
Ellesmere Town Council on 
February 4, said the town 
remained a low crime area 
and had suffered no burgla¬ 
ries there since January 7.

Garage, Oswestry. Dear Little Seagull, 
I have sent you a photo of our char-a- 
banc, but I am not on it. 

“I hope you had a nice journey home. 
If I ever come near Barnsley I will call 
and see you, and then you can come for 
a ride in the car and sit in the front seat 
by me (some swank). A.E. Higgins.” 

We asked if anybody knew more 
about Mr Higgins, and as a result were 
contacted by his daughter, Miss Beryl 
Higgins, who lives in Oswestry. 

Fascinating 

“He was Archie Edward Higgins - 
Archie. He lived in the Haven in Salop 
Road when he was young, and then he 
lived in Weston Lane, and then he lived 
at 3 Smithfield Road, where Marks & 
Spencer is, all in Oswestry. 

“That space where Marks & Spencer 
is is where his garage was. It was called 
the White Rose Garage. 

“My father did not marry this ‘Little 
Seagull’. I have never heard of her at 
all. 

“He married a lady called Edith 
Evans. She was from Llanfechain. 

“They met in Oswestry Methodist 
Chapel. They were married there and I 
was christened there. They were both 
members.” 

We’ll go into more detail of Beryl’s 
fascinating recollections of her late 
father and the garage next week, but 
will round off things for now with feed-

man, honorary secretary of Oswestry Talking 
Newspaper, who reads this column to listeners 
every week. 

So please read out this bit Helen: Welcome 
to you all, hope you enjoy the column, and 
remember, if you have any memories of 
Oswestry of yesteryear, feel free to share them. 

Helen said: “You asked for any information 
relating to the vehicle. 

“One of our listeners telephoned me to say 
that it belonged to Mr Higgins of White Rose 
Garage, Smithfield Street, where Marks & 


Spencer are currently based in town. Mr Hig¬ 
gins sold petrol and it was called Russian Oil 
Petrol, known locally as ROB and as a child he 
called it ‘rotten old petrol’. 

“The petrol was pumped into a glass con¬ 
tainer at the top of the pump which showed a 
measurement of the amount - one gallon, two 
gallons, and so on. 

“The price was lid and a halfpenny a gal¬ 
lon. 

“My listener used to deliver milk in town 
and knew quite a lot of businesses and people 
because of that.”

Now is a good time to see 
herons building their nests 




AS far as original, innovative and inventive 
names go, it doesn’t rank highly on the list. 

However at least no one can argue that it is not inform¬ 
ative and to-the-point. This time of the year is when herons 
come together to nest, and what better name to call a group 
of nesting herons, but a ‘heronry’. 

If I’m being particularly grammatically correct, I would 
say that these birds are laying siege to the trees in order to 
build their heronries, for a ‘siege’ is a group of herons. 

Indeed, February is the best time of the year to see 
herons. Not only are they frantically gathering sticks 
(indeed they’re large enough to gather ‘branches’) together 
in their communal breeding tree, but when they begin to 
fish in earnest for their upcoming offspring, they can be eas¬ 
ily spotted along the margins of lakes and ponds among the 
low, dead reeds. 

Antics 

Herons are probably the largest bird you’re likely to see 
in Shropshire with a wingspan of around 6ft and what with 
their uncharacteristically public appearances this month, 
there is no excuse not to see them. The best way to do this 
is make a trip to The Mere at Ellesmere. Heronwatch 2013 
has begun, and with several cameras trained on the nests 
atop nearby Moscow Island, it is possible to see the antics 
of these usually shy and elusive birds. 

If you have never seen a heron before, then you may mis¬ 
take it for some kind of stork, and you wouldn’t be far off 
the mark in doing so. They behave very like their stork 
cousins in their nests with the male’s courtship dance 
involving the stretching of his neck upwards and backwards 
over his back with his long yellow bill pointing skyward. 

To me, the heron is a rather stately looking bird with its 
regal, overseeing air, slow, measured movements and neat, 
black, white and grey plumage. 


However, all that finery does take some cleaning, espe¬ 
cially if you make a living by wading through muddy water, 
eating fish. If the feathers become dirty and slimy, a spe¬ 
cially shaped claw on the third toe is used to comb through 
the plumage. 

But that’s not all. Herons (and several other wading 
birds) grow clusters of different feathers known as ‘powder 
down’. These are unlike other feathers in that they do 
moult and grow continuously. As they get very fine towards 
their tips, the feathers disintegrate into a powdery sub¬ 
stance and this can be used by the heron to soak up and dis¬ 
lodge dirt, blood and slime. 

If that wasn’t enough, Heronwatch not only allows one 


to ‘watch’ the herons, but hear them, too. Usually fairly 
quiet throughout most of the year, herons crank up the vol¬ 
ume during breeding time and are both boisterous and rau¬ 
cous making for great viewing. Visitors are not allowed on 
to the island which is just as well as stressed herons do not 
make a particularly attractive vision. If one feels threatened 
when on the nest, it will regurgitate its latest meal of fish 
on to the trespasser below. Apparently the Victorians used 
to picnic on Moscow Island; let’s hope they did so later in 
the year.

Mazda6 brings together the most advanced 
iteration yet of Mazda’s Zoom-Zoom driving 
and electrifying ‘KODO - Soul of Motion’ 
styling. 

A combination of SKYACTIV technology and 
the striking KODO design will ensure the 
model is well equipped to compete in the com¬ 
petitive segment. 

The 6 is the first mass-production Mazda 
model to be equipped with i-ELOOP, the 
Japanese company’s unique brake energy 
regeneration system. Fitted as standard to the 
majority of Mazda6 models sold in the UK, this

innovative system can boost economy by up 
to 10 per cent. It’s the most recent ingredient 
of Mazda’s building-block strategy for uncom¬ 
promisingly efficient and fun-to-drive vehicles. 

The new i-ELOOP joins the innovative ‘i- 
stop’ idle-stop system and SKYACTIV power- 
trains, chassis and body - first introduced on 
the Mazda CX-5 - and positions the car per¬ 
fectly for fuel economy and C02.

67.3mpg. 

The cabin is typically Mazda and the driving 
position good with plenty of steering column 
adjustment to make the tallest or smallest of 
drivers feel at home. 

Front, side and curtain airbags come as 
standard, and further safety features include 
radar-controlled cruise control, brake sup¬ 
port - which warns the driver if they are too 
close to the car in front, and brakes if it detects 
an imminent accident. 

Smart City Brake Support is also added 


which works between 2.5mph and 19mph to 
bring the car to a complete halt if it detects an 
imminent front-end collision. 

The boot is massive even without the rear 
seats folded, and easily passed the golf club 
test. 

The 6 range starts with SE spec, which 
brings daytime running lights, electric door 
mirrors, keyless start, air-conditioning and a 
touch-screen infotainment system as stan¬ 
dard. 


Camera 

Two further variants of this spec are avail¬ 
able: SE-L, which adds rain-sensing wipers, 
climate control and front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors, and SE-L Nav, which brings TomTom sat- 
nav. Sport trim level gets 19in alloy wheels, 
bi-xenon headlights, a reversing camera, 
leather trim and keyless entry. 

The last decade has seen huge improve¬ 
ments in the entire Mazda range but of all the 
offerings it is still the Mazda6 that does it for 
me. Now the 6 looks better, handles better, is 
more economical to run and ticks just about 
all the right boxes.

Peugeot’s new 2008 super¬ 
mini crossover is aiming to 
stay ahead of the market with 
a car the length of a super¬ 
mini but almost the height of 
a compact SUV. 

It will be 4.16m long; about 20cm 
longer than the 208 but still in supermini 
territory.

Luxury all way with ever 
dependable Range Rover 



Get stuck in - the test drive model coped manfully with the off-road experience

O pening a door on the 
newest Range Rover, it 
seems laughable that the 
first version in 1970 had a rubber 
floor covering so you could hose 
out the dirt left by your wellies. 

Turn a hose on the deep pile of today’s car 
and onlookers might conclude you’d gone 
mad. And they’d be right. 

The Range Rover people got their market 
wrong all those years ago, but they’ve been 
catching up (profitably) ever since. 

What the world wanted, and never more 
so than today, was a vehicle that would take 
you almost anywhere, but not with rubber 
underfoot, but in the lap of luxury. 

You can’t blame Range Rover’s designers 
for pampering to every demand, to the 
extent it’s easy to spend more than £100,000 
on a new model by simply adding smarter 
wheels. 

The range now starts at £71,295 but it’s 
going to need heroic restraint on the part of 
an owner not to go wild with the tick boxes 
at ordering time. 

Never has a car been more tempting in the 
add-value department. Just as well, then, 
that the base for your spending spree is wor¬ 
thy of your cash. 

Only modestly bigger than the car it 
replaces, this fourth generation Range 
Rover’s claim to a headline is the way it has 
shed weight; taking a corpulently heavy car 


to something that’s now merely very heavy 
(the weight of two Fiestas, for instance). 

Extensive use of aluminium instead of 
steel is the reason the newest Rangie gives 
the scales an easier time. It means smaller 
engines can now perform as well, or better, 
than the previous larger ones and use less 
fuel. 

A varied route on the way to some off-road 


action on the press launch saw 33mpg on 
the trip computer of a car with the smaller 
diesel doing the work. That’s impressive, 
even allowing for some gentle miles in 
recognition of the light snow falling through 
the headlights. 

The test car was a Range Rover 3.0L TDV6 
Autobiography, costing £77,805 and towards 
the top end of the smaller-engined range. On 


paper it’s slower than the larger diesel, but 
unless extended feels no slower. Quite quick 
enough, in fact, with a 130mpg top speed 
and the canter to 62mph in 7.4 seconds. 

There was more snow on the off-road 
drive, meandering through the country 
estate Land Rover has used for half a century 
to hone the go-anywhere prowess of its cars. 
And several days of below freezing temper¬ 
atures left the ruts as slippery as a politician’s 
reply. 

No owner who cared for his car’s paint¬ 
work or wheels would have pointed a Range 
Rover along some of the terrain chosen to 
show how clever the newcomer is off-road. 
So clever it knows precisely what setting to 
use for the all-wheel drive system without 
you touching anything. 

A couple of slow hours later (and at 
8mpg!) we clawed our way back on to the 
public road, after a quick car wash and 
safety check. Good to know the car will 
cope, even if you never ask it to. 

The new car is unmistakeably a Range 
Rover, with big windows, a square cut stance 
and high driving position. It looks quietly 
posh outside and positively indulgent inside, 
where a priority was more legroom in the 
rear (lots of overseas buyers like to be chauf- 
feured). 

There is now enough space for a big chap 
to sit comfortably behind his twin up front. 
Choose executive class rear seating (a mere 
£3,860) and you’ll recline in cooled or heated 
seats; pay another £4,000 and you can pass 
the journey looking for the 29 speakers of the 
premium sound system. 

All a long way from taking some hay down 
to the ponies in the bottom paddock.

Former TNS 
wing back 
in new deal 
atTranmere 

FORMER TNS wing back 
Danny Holmes has commit¬ 
ted to a new two and half 
year deal with League One 
leaders Tranmere Rovers.

RYAN Fraughan proved chief tormen¬ 
tor as high flying The New Saints 
launched the second phase of the 
Welsh Premier with an emphatic vic¬ 
tory against Port Talbot to move a 
commanding 10 points clear at the 
top.

Chris Seargeant sent a couple of efforts nar¬ 
rowly over the bar, substitute Greg Draper also 
seeing an effort from distance creep just past the 
upright. 

However, two goals in injury time underlined 
TNS's dominance, with Draper neatly rounding 
keeper Steven Hall before slotting into the net, 
and Fraughan completed a fine individual display 
with a fifth goal five minutes into injury time. 

The Steelmen had not won in 14 previous vis¬ 
its and again returned home empty handed as the 
Oswestry men emphasised their title credentials. 

Their cause was helped with one of their main 
rivals, Bangor City, being held 3-3 by 10-man 
Prestatyn Town who bagged a last-gasp leveller.
